Her somewhat over-simplified 
reasoning in arguing that the 
mind of man may yet find a 
way to transmit and receive 
waves and impulses without a 
physical transistor does not de- 
stroy the logic of it. It is true 
that prediction 100 years ago 
of voices carried by telephone 
wires would have been regarded 
as an insane idea. And, if one 
went on to predict the wires 
would be eliminated and that by 
use of a vacuum tube it would 
be possible to see and hear per- 
sons thousands of miles away 
certainly such ideas would have 
been regarded as coming from 
an unbalanced mind. And, she 
argues, what would have been 
weird and frightening psychic 
phenomena a few generations 
ago are routinely accepted today. 


Jacqueline Cochran has given 
friends many insights into her 
ability in this field. Most dra- 
matic are those relating to lost 
planes in which she was able, 
without any knowledge of the geo- 
graphic area in which the loss 
was reported, to fix it as to 
terrain and the names of nearby 
tewns—all unknown to her, 


When Amelia Earhart was lost 
on her round-the-world flight, 
Jacqueline Cochran was able to 
say where Amelia had gone 
down and that in the ‘“‘ditching’’ 
the navigator had fractured his 
skull, but that the plane was 
still afloat. She named a Jap- 
anese fishing vessel—the Itasco 
—as nearby. (There was such a 
ship in .the search.). She _ be- 
lieves Miss Earhart floated two 
days and then drowned. 

It is an incredible sort of book 
-—by a great person. And it

One would indeed have to search dili- 
gently to find a more stupid and inap- 
propriate remark than that made in De- 
troit by Secretary of Defense C. E. Wil- 
son. He managed thereby to do more 
harm to the American way of life than 
he has -done to keep it. 

Asked to comment on unemployment in 
the area, Mr. Wilson grinned and said that 
“while he had a lot of sympathy for the 
jobless he always liked bird dogs better 
than kennel-fed dogs because the bird 
dogs like to go out and hunt around for 
their food while the kennel dogs just sit 
on their haunches and yelp.” 

Even more callous was the Defense 
Secretary’s additional statement that em- 
ployment in Michigan would balance it- 
self out by Christmas when “maybe a few 
workers go back South when it gets a 
little cold. 

This led Walter Reuther of the CIO 
Automobile Workers to comment that 
“Mr. Wilson has all his life been a ken- 
nel-fed dog.” Reuther demanded of the 
administration that it investigate a story 
in the magazine Business Week which said 
that ads in 64 cities in 11 Southern states 
had lured workers to the North for work 
in automobile companies with promises of 
permanent work. “Instead,” said Reu- 


ther, “they were dumped out on the 

streets, when the production spurt ended.”

After Mr. Wilson’s earlier remark 


that whatever was good for General Mo- 
tors was good for the country, the admin- 
istration assigned a staff man to see to it 
that Mr. Wilson kept, as was said, “a civil 
foot in his mouth.” This staff man, re- 
portedly on the verge of a breakdown, 
understandably, was not available for 


comment after the Secretary’s Detroit 
statement. 
Mr. Wilson, of course, has never 


known what it is to worry about the rent, 
or the grocery bill, or clothes for the chil- 
dren. And that is the trouble with Mr. 
Wilson and with the thinking of this— 
and other—Republican administrations. 
They always come up with men like Mr. 
Wilson whose honest; opinion is that it is 
a good healthy thing to have a substan- 
tial number of unemployed roaming the 
country like a lot of hungry bird dogs. 

This sort of situation, a “surplus” la- 
bor market, pleases men who-~think like 
Mr. Wilson. It is not that they admire 
the hungry man roaming around hunting 
a job to earn money with which to feed, 
house and clothe his family, but they ad- 
mire the economic situation which “rea- 
sonable” unemployment produces. They 
are the ones who say that a little depres- 
sion is good for the country. 

It was a pretty brutal statement. 

It may even elect a Democratic sen- 
ator in Michigan which was not. consid- 
ered possible until Mr. Wilson spoke. It 
will help Democratic candidates wherever 
there are unemployed.

Dahlonega Celebrates 


With a Gold Rush Day 


On Saturday Dahlonega and Lumpkin 
County will hold the first festival com- 
- memorating the discovery of gold in that 
section, and the first gold rush in Amer- 
ican history. 

An all-day program has been planned. 
It will include tours of various points of 
interest, a Cherokee Indian stick ball 
game, and plenty of hillbilly music and 
square dancing. For a day Dahlonega 
will revert back to the rip-roaring gold 
camp it Was more than a century ago— 
as far as the law allows. 

Gold in quantity was found in the 
area in 1828 or 1829 while the land still 
was Chlrerokee territory. The rush for 
gold brought in nearly 15,000 miners al- 
most immediately. The Federal Govern- 
ment built a mint in Dahlonega in 1837 
and, until it was closed during the War 
Between the States, it struck off more 
than $6,000,000 in gold coins. 

The gold strikes in the West helped 
depopulate the Georgia fields, and as 


Dahlonega mining became uneconomic 
the gold fields were abandoned. 

Recently the citizens of the area 
struck a new and rich vein in the form 
of tourists. The country around Dah- 
lonega is lovely, and the history of the 
place is fascinating. It is just beginning 
to come into its own as a tourist mecca. 

May this first Gold Rush Day be the 
beginning of a long series recalling Dah- 
lonega’s richly varied and vivid past.

West's Security Pattern 


Slowly Taking Shape 


Tentative approval by the French of 
the London agreement to rearm West Ger- 
many is an achievement of great magni- 
tude in the tough job of trying to fill the 
power vacuum in Western Europe. It is 
another personal triumph for Mendes- 
France. 

Although there are still many trying 
details to be worked out in building even- 
tual unity, one great obstacle has been 
overcome. Even so, the French are not 
yet satisfied. More concessions will be 
sought. As Henry Giniger, New York 
Times Paris correspondent, puts it: 

“No bridegroom at a shotgun wedding 
ever showed more reluctance than did 
France this week in accepting the entry 
of Germany into the Western military al- 
liance.” 

The West German government, with 
similar _reservations, has _ ratified the 
agreement already. But French fear and 
aversion of Germany is almost pathologi- 
cal. The spectre of German rearmament 
and what might happen when and if Ger- 
many is reunified are national pre-occu- 
pations that plague the French people and 
French politics. 

Britain, in agreeing to keep troops on 


the continent, has reversed traditional 
policy. For several centuries, the British 


have worked to keep any one power from 
becoming predominantly powerful on the 
continent. They aligned themselves at 
various times with Germany, with France 
and with other European powers to main- 
tain a balance. 

Today Britain is working in harness 
with France and Germany to counteract 
overwhelming Communist power in the 
effort to re-establish a balance. That is 
also the objective of the United States. 
The London agreement, if it becomes 
fully effective, would accomplish that 
purpose. 

But the French are reluctant. They 
have personal and physical reasons to 
fear the Germans. They have never been 
invaded by the Russians but to avoid that 
eventuality they do realize the necessity 
of some kind of West European integra- 
tion. ~In the doing, however, they want 
‘guarantees for themselves.

To Save Five Minutes 


Weekends are for slaughter. 


Each Monday a horrified Georgia 
counts the toll of those killed and 
maimed on her highways. , 


The past weekend was one of the 
worst. At last count there were 17 dead, 
victims of automobile accidents one and 
all. And there were many more injured. 

It was a weekend that cost more in 
human lives than any comparable. period 
in three years. 

The factors that caused this murder 
are many. Speed is the first. Careless- 
ness is another. Drunken. driving is a 
third. Highways that are not adequate 
for the traffic load and the speed of 
modern cars are yet another. 

Safety experts can name more. But 
the most important is human failure; the 
failure of the individual to stop and 
think; to weigh the worth of minutes 
saved against lives lost. 

The state can treble the size of its 
highway patrol. It can four-lane every 
major highway in Georgia. But motor- 
ists will continue to kill one another as 
long as morons are allowed to drive, or 
until people learn that in the eternal 
scheme of things a few minutes here and 
there mean nothing.

Iowa, normally Republican except when its farmers get really 
upset, provided perhaps the biggest surprise of the surprising 1948 
election when it went for Democratic President Harry Truman. 


But, in 1952, Iowa returned to 
its normal Republicanism. Farm- 
ers, With others, were swayed by 
Gen. Eisenhower's promise to end 
the Korean War, one of the biggest 
worries among people in this state, 
and to reduce spending, check in- 
fiation and cut taxes. They were 
Satisfied that, with all that, he 
would be friendly to their special 
interests, 

Here, as found elsewhere, there 
has been a shift back to the Demo- 
cratic Party by Democrats who 
strayed over to Gen. Eisenhower 
in 1952. This swing is getting an 
added impulse, along with Repub- 
lean converts, because of irrita- 
tions of one sort and another with 
the administration, revolving in 
this state chiefly about its farm 
program as in other predominantly 
agricultural states. 

What is happening now seems 
to be a gradual shift toward the 
Democrats; but in no sense an up- 
heaval. It should be enough in this 
state, however, to re-elect Demo- 
cratic Sen. Guy M. Gillette be- 
cause of natural and _ inherent 
sources of strength he has here due 
to his personal popularity and to 
an independence which sometimes 
found him at odds with both Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Truman. It is 
still remembered here, for exam- 
ple, that Sen. Gillette was one of 


. those marked for the unsccessful 


Roosevelt “purge” in the 1938 pri- 


mary elections because the sena- 
tor was against the Roosevelt Su- 
preme Court ‘‘packing’’ bill. In 
conservative circles that was to 
the advantage of the handsome, sil- 
ver-haired senator. He always has 
received a substantial number of 
Republican votes. 

He will this year, according to 
the polls which show him running 
ahead of his Republican opponent. 
The Republican senatorial candi- 
date is Rep. Thomas E. Martin, 
for 16 years a member of the 
House of Representatives from 
Iowa's First District. He is not 
nearly so well known in the state 
at large as is the senator. 

Farm discontent seems most 
widespread in the dairy and live- 
stock industries. Hog prices, a po- 
litical barometer in Iowa, are 
down, the lowest of the year, 
though this is a seasonal matter. 

Spotty unemployment exists in 
Des Moines, Rock Island, Sioux 
City and Burlington. 

These factors help Democrats 
who also this year have the best 
organization they have had in 
many years. It still cannot match 
the Republican organization, how- 
ever for the latter has the great 
advantage which lies in patronage.

You note the empty cabins on 
State Highway 11 through Jasper 
County and Jones to Gray, where 
you pick up i, ay 18 to Gordon. 
Those capins bespeak the switch 
from all cotton to pastures and 
sinall grain and tractor cultivation 
for the row crops. 

At the Oconee River crossing on 
Siate 57. between... Irwinton--.and 
Wrightsville_you-find-that-roadside 
park you've been looking for. The 
park is built around a free-flowing 
well, 

The historic marker tells you 
that near the new bridge was the 
Fall’s Ferry crossing. The Ubchee 
Indians knew the ford well. It was 
on one of the main-travelled Creek 
trails. About the first turn of the 
19th century the fellow Ball came 
along to give the crossing a ferry 
and a name. In November, 1864, 
some stout-hearded lads in the mi- 
litia, together with convicts on pa- 
role, defended the Ball's Ferry 
crossing against a detachment of 
Snerman’s marauders. 

The whistle of Creek arrows and 
the rattle of musketry at Ball’s 
Ferry are strictly of the history 
books. The attraction today is the 
artesian well, sole source of water 
for at least 12 families on the west 
or Wilkinson side of the river. 

That’s what the farmer with the 
pickup truck told me as he and his 
harefooted wife used the bucket- 
lift method ‘to fill the barrel and 
the kegs in the back of the truck. 
He didn't know how many folks 
from over the river were hauling 
water from the well. 

As for him, he’d been hauling for 
more than a month, for the house, 
for the mules and the cows and 
the hogs that he kept shut up in 
the lot. 

Driest he’d ever seen it, he said. 
Drier than his neighbor had ever 
seen it and the neighbor was 10 
years older. | 

Did I reckon the fish would ever 
ccme back to the creeks? He could 
remember when he caught a 25- 
rounder from a branch which now 
Was no deeper than that. He 
showed me on his wrist. 

I said some are saying we are 
going through a cycle of drought 
that may last for years. 

The farmer sighed. I couldn't tell 
if he was thinking about his hogs 
or that 25-pound fish. 

There was plenty of water when 
we crossed the causeway to St. 
Simons. But it’s too far from Wil- 
kinson County for a convenient 
haul.

Protecting Troops 
Can Be Difficult 


The commanding officer of a military post 
is on a tough spot. He is not only responsible for 
the housing, feeding, clothing and shelter of the 


in training on his post, he is responsible as well for their 
health and penne welfare when they go on leave. Whatever hap. 
pens to them, he is responsible. If the VD rate goes up, if many 
of them are being killed in traffic accidents, if they are being as- 
gaulted and victimized in civilian gambling joints, if in any way they 
come in conflict with the civil authority, he has to answer for it. 


For these things come to the at- 
tention of the Department of the 
Army. And the Department of the 
Army chews the general command- 
ing whatever army has responsi- 
bility in that area. And the general 
commanding the army chews the 
post commander. And the post 
commander calls in the provost 
marshal and chews him. And the 
provost marshal assigns more MPs 
to patrol the highways, and to 
stand guard at the trouble spots, 
And in extreme cases the worst 
trouble spots are declared off lim- 
its to all military personnel. 


That’s when another form of trou- 
ble starts—political trouble, The 
brothel keepers and the owners of 
gambling joints set political wheels 
in motion. Staying well behind the 
scenes, they manipulate it so that 
letters will go up to Congress, 
claiming-tiat the military is taking 
over Ahe community and usurping 
the functions of the civil law. 


So the congressman calls the De- 
partment of the Army and wants 
to know what’s the matter down 
there in his bailiwick. Why can't 
that military commander get along 
with the civil population? 

So the whole routine starts again: 
The Department of the Army chews

It seems pretty clear by now 
that General Bolling, commanding 
Third Army, is entirely within his 
rights and is merely carrying out 
his responsibilities when he puts 
MPs on the highways of Upson 


County to control military traffic, 


If he wanted to order the joints 
around Thomaston off limits to 
military personnel, he’d be justi- 
fied in doing that too. 

And for the life of me I can’t 
understand why any honest citi- 
zen can object to what he’s done. 
He put MPs on the highways on 
the Labor Day weekend, and out 
of 176,000 soldiers in Third Army 
only one was killed in a traffic 
accident. On the Fourth of July 
holiday, not one was killed. The 
presence of the MPs paid off in 
lives saved. 

The presence of the MPs in Up- 
son County can help that county 
keep down other troubles too. I 
have always believed that if the 
post commanders at Fort Benning 
had kept Phenix City off limits, 
that nest of criminals could never 
have survived. 

All General Bolling is trying toe 
do is carry out his duty as a sol- 
dier, and his responsibility to the 
parents of the men under his com- 
mand. And I think all of us ought 
to back him up as much as we can,

Of course, they 
should strive insofar as it may be 
humanly possible ‘‘to practice 
what they preach.”’ 

Yet I believe that any man who 
thinks of his life work in terms of 
purpose, meaning and service feels 
a stewardship and a responsibility 
to his family, his community and 
ultimately (primarily, I should 
say) to God. 

When a man devotes his mind 
and his heart to the service of 
mankind, he works as one who is 
called of God. This is true for 
doctors, teachers, writers, inven- 
tors, farmers, craftsmen in a multi- 
tude of trades. Any other attitude 
will tend to make a man’s work 
a dull chore, a time-serving rou-

check, 

Not all men are called to be 
ministers. Men are called to tasks 
of every kind and nature. Their 
work will bring pleasure and satis- 
faction when the injunction of St.

Will North Also Face Up 
To Results of Integration? 


The Montgomery Advertiser, published in Montgomery, Ala., asks 
the pertinent question as to whether the North is ready for teacher 


integration. The reference, of course, is to Negro teachers. 


In the 


State of Alabama, for example, there are 24,000 teachers, and one in 
three is a Negro. In all the 31 ““non-segregated”’ states, there are only 


10,000 Negro teachers, compared 
ratio of one to 73. 

Presumably, when and if segre- 
gation is ended in the schools of 
such states as Alabama. there 
will be many Negro school teach- 
ers without a job. For one reason, 
it is doubtful if they would be 
employed in the public schools 
excepting in areas where Negro 
pupils predominate. Then, again, 
under a non-segregated system, 
in which there would be many 
less schools than there are under 
the present system, fewer teach- 
ers would be required. 

While the North makes much 
about equal rights for Negroes, 
the point is that few Negro teach- 
ers are employed in Northern 
states. Take Maine, for example.

In that state there are only three 
Negro teachers, compared with 
over 7,000 whites. In Montana 
there are two Negro teachers to 
6,000 whites. Massachusetts, 
which makes much of racial tol- 
erance, employs 110 Negro teach- 
ers to upwards of 36,000 whites.

Will there be more 
and more Negro teachers in class 
rooms where white children pre- 
dominate? It is a fair question.

Bus Driver 
Is Lauded 


The men who work at transportation have probably always 
been figures of great glamour. I don't remember the stage coach 
or pony express, but according to movies, the men who made 
them go all looked like John Wayne or Randolph Scott and were 
gentiemen of considerable dash. 

River boat captains, as I recall, had the same quality and 
so, of course, did railroad engineers. You know—muscular and 
sun-bronzed with a here-today-gone-tomorrow air about them. 
The most glamorous of all, naturally, were the fliers. 


But now I find there's a new breed of transportation knight 
loose among us. He's the bus driver. 

He propels the big roaring monsters which move so many 
people from place to place—and ah, the grand manner, the 
arrogant grace of the man! 


Willie Vinson, the Albany bus driver who hauled travel edi- 
tors around Georgia on the State Chamber of Commerce tour 
last week, is such a man and as a member of the party for 
several days I had an opportunity to observe Willie at work. 

Nobody, they said, could drive like Willie—and when we hit 
Savannah and a motorcycle patrolman came out to meet us and 
took us swishing around the intricate maze of parks and squares, 
members of our party weren't a bit worried that the cumber- 
some old bus would falter or fail.

Willie, they added often, could turn the bus on a dime and 
still have a nickel change. Willie was completely in command 
of the situation—the captain of the Queen Mary at the helm, aa 
Eddie Rickenbacker of the roadways. 


All of this struck Willie as pleasant but pretty funny. Al- 
though the State Chamber of Commerce keeps requesting Willie 
for these travel tours, he insists he is just a routine bus driver 
with the regular amount of competence at his trade. He loves a 
bus, the business-like hum of its motor, the whisper of its tires 
on the pavement, the almost human way it grunts and wheezes 
when he stops and opens the door at a railroad crossing. 

He loves its slick painted sides and would almost as soon 
scratch or dent his own hide as the painted skin of his bus. He 
likes the road unfolding in front of him and the passengers doz- 
ing or daydreaming or whopping it up merrily behind him. 
When not at the wheel he made a happy, congenial addition to 
all the festivities towns along the route staged for the travel 
editors. 


But at the wheel Willie Vinson was completely on the job 
and you could see a little how glamour attaches itself to these 
men in the transportation field. His shoulders seemed broader 
beneath the goods of his carefully tailored uniform, his visored 
cap seemed to sit more squarely on his head. He bent to the big 
steering wheel, checked the mirrors which stuck out on the side 
like shiny fins, stepped lightly on the button that blows the high, 
sweet horn and we were off. 


That horn, singing out sweetly along the highway, was nos- 
talgic of the old locomotive whistles and people in fields would 
straighten up and life a hand in greeting. 

Youngsters would pause in their play and flap their arms 
and pretty girls would pop their heads out of doorways and 
windows and smile and wave. 

Ah, Willie, said the travel editors. Everybody likes Willie. 
But I think they knew, even as Willie does, that the real glamour 
lies not in the man so much as in his going-places job.

Welfare Checks Provide 
A Thin Living for Many 


By RICHARD ASHWORTH 
How do the thousands of persons on Fulton County’s welfare 
rolls manage to live on the average $55 monthly relief checks they 


receive? 

Wellborn Ellis, Fulton County's 
welfare administrator, says this is 
a question asked him on numerous 
occasions — one 
that has never 
been accurately 
answered in writ- 
ing. 

Seeking an an- 
swer, Ellis had 
welfare case- 
workers check 
into records of re- 
cipients of checks 
for general as- 
sistance, aid to 
dependent chil- | 
dren. aid to the disabled, and to the | 
blind and other assistance. Work-) 
ers ‘nmiezrviewed numerous clients 
to discover now they budgeted 
their allowances. | 

A study of 12 such reports shows 
this: | 

Few, if any, welfare clients 
manage a real “living’’ on welfare 
checks: they only eke out a bare 
existence. Most of them told case- 
workers they had to rely on help 
from churches, neighbors and rela- 
tives to supplement welfare allot- 
ments. | 

Several reported they often ran 
out of money and food before their 
next checks arrived, and were 
forced to dine with neighbors and 
relatives. 

Ellis explained he well knew that | 
in some cases the checks do not 
furnish adequate funds, but pointed | 
out the department is bound by 
its regulations. 


NOT EASY LIFE 


“Some people think if they can 
get on public assistance rolls they 
will have an é@asy life,”’ the ad- 
ministrator said. ‘‘But that’s not 
so.”’ 


Ellis’ statement is borne out in’ 
a caseworker’s report on the case 
history of Mrs. M. and her 12- 
year-old daughter who live on an 
aid to dependent children aillot- 
ment. Mrs. M., a divorcee and a 
diabetic, must spend $48 of the $51 
check for rent and utilities. 

To provide money for the school- 
age daughter, she gets aid from 
schools and neighbors. A _ local 
church helps provide groceries. 
The caseworker reported § Mrs. | 
M.'s need for a diabetic diet pro-| 
hibits her from continuing to live| 
on the check. | 

The case of Mrs. R., who sur- 
vives on a $15 monthly aid to the 
disabled check, illustrates’ the 
means some clients must use to 
survive on welfare checks. Mrs. 
R. never uses her $4.75 clothing
